The  Hedgerow  Survey 
The  Wildlife  Trust  for  Bedfordshire  and 
Cambridgeshire  has  launched  a  survey  to 
investigate  the  state  of  hedgerows  through¬ 
out  the  two  counties. 

Thousands  of  miles  of  hedgerow  were  deliberately  de¬ 
stroyed  in  the  agricultural  revolution  which  followed  the 
Second  World  War.  Today  the  pace  of  destruction  has 
slowed,  but  neglect  and  poor  management  still  damage 
these  important  refuges  for  wildlife. 

So  why  survey  hedges? 

A  survey  details  and  records  the  significance  of  hedges  and 
provides  evidence  of  their  history  and  value.  The  informa¬ 
tion  from  a  survey  might  be  used  to  save  a  hedge,  or  to 
improve  it  for  wildlife  by  changing  management  tech¬ 
niques. 

The  Wildlife  Trust  is  looking  for  groups  within  your  parish 
-  WI,  Scouts,  Guides,  Church  groups.  Rotary,  Young  Farm¬ 
ers,  anyone!  -  to  do  a  survey  for  their  area.  It  doesn't  take 
long  to  do,  is  easy  to  complete,  and  is  great  fun. 

Each  group  is  issued  with  a  survey  pack  which  tells  the  group 
leader  how  to  organize  the  survey  and  also  includes  a  guide 
to  the  woody  plant  species  found  most  commonly  in  hedges. 
The  pack  also  provides  the  basic  facts  about  he  history  and 
management  of  hedges,  recording  sheets,  who  to  contact 
for  further  information,  and  what  to  do  with  the  results. 
The  Wildlife  Trust  is  also  organizing  some  practical  Hedge¬ 
row  Survey  Workshops  to  assist  in  the  surveys.
